to 


advertise for bids for all road 
work 


involvingan expenditure of $300 or 
over. 
Road commissioners 
are not 


permitted to have the work done by 
day labor, as it has .been jdoue; for 
years past inAmador county. 
They 


can supervise the work in their dis; 
tricts, but they cannot take it upon 
themselves 
to order, the work done, 


and select of their*'own notion 
the 


men to do it. The law went into 
effect immediately upon its passage? 
Itis now" the law on th« subject. 
The change 
to which we refer is 


embodied in an act to amend. section 
2643 of the PoliticafCode. 
;Section 


11of the act jas amended :reads 
as 


follows: "

advice is the board did not take kindly 
to it, forithas been followingthe same 
old and unsatisfactory 
system of put- 
ting inlump bills for road work, with- 
out designating to whom or for what 
service the money is paid. 
Not only 


has the board refused to act upon'the 
recommendation of this representative 
body of the taxpayers, but it has not 
even condescended 
to tell why itwould 
not be guided 
by the advice of the 
grand jury. 


While weknow that the members of 
the board of supervisors are honest and 
conscientious 
gentlemen — 


men 
who 
wouldscorn to take a dishonest dollar, 
wemust emphatically say that we do 
not approve of their method of putting 
in "lump bills." Ifa man does 
work 
on the road, let the commissioner 
of 
the road district issue a voucher on the 
county for the amount due him. If,a 
merchant furnish supplies ormaterials, 
let. the 
commissioner 
give him a 
voucher for the same, 
designating in 
the voucher "material" or "supplies," 
as the case may be. 
This would sim- 
plify and lighten the labors of the road 
commissioners, 
as they would have no 
accounts to keep nor bills to make out, 
and wouldbe far more satisfactory 
to 
the taxpayers, the ones that have now 
to pay $2.90 on the $100 to pay these 
bills. The board of supervisors know, 
and every business man knows, that a 
"lump bill"would not be accepted 
by 
an individual, and the people should be 
treated 
with the same consideration. 
Therefore 
we say let the road com- 
missioners infuture issue vouchers 
for 
labor performed so that American citi- 
zens who do the work for the county 
can collect their ownmoney. 


»In Mariposa 
county 
the 
super- 


visors have fallen into the same il- 
legal methods 
in. regard 
to 
road 


matters that have prevailed inAma- 
dor county for a number of years — 


namely, each supervisor 
presenting 


a lumpbillfor ro*d work done inhis 
district, and distributing the money 
to the actual workers himself. 
This 


System has been the cause 
"of much 


adverse comment in that county, as 
ithas been in this, and will be in 
every 
county 
where 
the 
same 


example is followed. 
The grand 


jury of Mariposa took the matter in 
hand, and recommended 
the discon- 


tinuance of this way of doing busi- 
ness, but the board disregarded 
the 


advice, and persists in the same old 
course. 
The New Era has the fol- 


lowingarticle on the subject; 
, '\ Last November the grand jury, then 
in session,' among other matters, 
ten- 


dered the board of supervisors 
some 


very wholesome advice, as follows: 
. "We recommend that the board of 
supervisors 
in 
having published 
its 
proceedings 
of 
all money disbursed 
for road work, report the name of 
each 
person, 
amount 
allowed and 
paid, and also the purpose for which 
such allowance or payment was made 
on each voucher, thus making up the 
total amount allowed each road com- 
missioner."

The weather is fine, and the snow 
rapidly disappearing. 


Yours as ever, 


This is probably one of the best oil 


fields in the world. Several companies 
are preparing to do extensive 
develop- 


ment workthis summer. 
lam making 


some locations, butexpect toleave in a 
short time for the gold region of the 
Yukon. 


Kazak is a small village, at present 


the headquarters 
for tho oil fields. It 


is 16 miles from tbe main land, and as 
the coast has not yet been charted, 
ships do not dare 
go nearer. It was 


three days before it was safe 
to cross 


ina small boat. 
On the 31st wostarted 


at nine inthe morning, ten of us ina 30 
foot open boat withabout two tons of 
freight. 
Two miles of hard 
rowing 


took us around the east end of tho 
island to the open sea, and 
we put up 


the sail. 
A fine brcezo from tbe south 


carried tho boat along swiftly, but the 
breeze increased to a gale and we were 
strictly "init." We ran straight 
be- 


fore the wind, and the great 
waves 


were regular and not "choppy," so the 
boat was crossing a succession 
of hills 


and 
valleys. 
We were all nervous 


about the surf at tho entrance 
to the 


bay, but Neptune favored us, forbefore 
we reached 
the shore 
tho wind died 


down to a gentle breeze, and we sailed 
insafely. 


Left Sitka at six in the evening, 
and 


inan hour 
was out on tho heaving 


ocean, 
(rightly named.) 
Spent 
the 


night in wanting to die. Next day at 
10 sailed into Vakutat Bay, and drop- 
ped anchor half a mile from shore. 
In 


a short time 17 canoe loads of Indians 
were at the ship's side, 
and climbing" 


on deck by ladders. 
They had many 


sorts ofcurios tosell, and the passengers 
bought liberally. A few tons of freight 
were landed by the ship's 
boats, 
and 


before dark we were again under 
way. 


The next. morning at nine, a sharp 
rock, that rises like a church spire at 
the south end of Kazak Island, 
was in 


sight, and soon tbe ship sailed around 
the point into quiet water and dropped 
the anchor. 
Aboutadozen passengers, 


myself included, were put ashore, 
and 


a barge brought alongside tho ship for 
the machinery 
that had 
caused 
so 


much 
trouble. 
The last piece 
was 


placed safely on the barge beforo dark.

of machinery at Kazak, but failed on 
account of bad weather, soshe brought 
it to Sitka and leftiton the wharf. It 
took seven hours for our ship to load 
it, so we had plenty of time to see the 
town. 
Visitod the Greek church 
with 


its famous old paintings, called on the 
governor as a good citizen should. 
His 


Excellency had gone off in a canoe to 
look forsome lumber logs, but his wife 
and a lady visitor welcomed us cordially 
in their elegant borne, and told of the 
wonders of the Sitkan climate, 
besides 


showing the flowergarden 
with early

Indefatigable 
promoters of great new 


ventures —all the men and women, in 
fact, who make the news and who are 
the fountain head of It—the correspond- 
ent willmeet there. Itdepends on his 
Individual exertions 
and on his tact 
and gift of persuasion 
what use 
he 


makes 
of his 
opportunities. 
Being 


treated as a social equal. Itdevolves, of 
course on the correspondent to recipro- 
cate favors shown, not in quantity per- 
haps, but at least Inquality. The lead- 
ing correspondents 
must have homes of 


comfort and must throw them open to 
the officialand unofficial world at stat- 
ed Intervals, say three or four times 
per season. 
Their private fortunes or 
their incomes must be large enough to 
admit that. Their annual expenditures 
cannot be less than $5,000 and may ex- 
ceed 
$15,000. 
The London Times, for 
instance, pays its correspondents 
on a 


liberal scale, salaries of $5,000 to $10,- 
000 being the rule. Yet the majority 
of them find it necessary 
to make up 
regular deficiencies In their exchequer 
out of their own private funds*.

other words, the good Herr Doctor had 
the bright idea that picture books could 
bo useful to children. 
Comenius 
made 


his first picture book and called it the 
"Orbis Pictus." Itcontains rude wood- 
cuts representing 
objects in the nat- 


ural world, as trees and animals, with 
little lessons 
about the pictures. Itis 


a quaint 
volume and one that would 


causo 
the average 
modern child not a 


little astonishment 
were It placed be- 


fore him. 


Three hundred years ago a German 


savant had a wonderful vision. Atthat 
time children were taught to read by 
force of arms, 
so to speak, through 


hardships 
and with bitter toil on the 


part of teacher and of child. Itseems 
curious that the first real step toward 
lightening
